The drone of a plane believed to be hers was heard over 


Castletown, Berehaven, on the western shore of Ireland a 
little less than four hours after she left the runway at the 
Royal Air Force airdrome at Abingdon in Berkshire. 

From Ireland her course lay over the open sea—over the 
ocean graves of her ill-fated predecessors in east-west at- 
tempts—the Hon. Elsie MacKay and the Princess Lowen- 
stein-Wertheim, who perished with the men pilots who flew 
their ships. 


No Radio Equipment 

Her turquoise-blue, stock model plane carried no radio 
equipment. No ships reported sighting her. 

She battled a 30-mile headwind in negotiating the air- 
line distance of 385 miles from her starting point to Casile- 
town. 

Her ship, “The Messenger,” loaded with 
gasoline, lifted perfectly into the air from the long Abingdon 
airdrome runway at 6:50 p.m., British summer time (10: 50 
a.m., M.S.T.). 

“Next stop United States, I trust,”” Mrs. Markham said, 
Her seven-year-old son slept peacefully in a countryside 
home at the time.

Edmonton Bulletin Staff Correspondent 
For poses of this article, pounds sterling are stated in 
dollars ¢ ate of five dollars to the pounu.—EDITOR, 
ONDON, England, Sept. 5.—‘‘Assuming,” I said, to the 


manager of the building company, “Assuming that I 
wanted to take advantage of this Housing Plan, what could 
you do for me?” 

| “This Housing Plan’’ was an advertisement copied from 
a notice-board directing attention to row of attractive 
cottages in the outskirts of a large city and intimating that 
I could have my choice of them for $2,500. 

“We can lend you anything up to 85 per cent, say $2,125. 
| We charge 4'% per cent interest and, the interest being reas- 
onable, the loan would be paid off in about 18 years,” was 
the reply. 

“What has the rate of interest got to do with the period 
of the loan?” I asked. 

And then, I learned a peculiarity of building society 
loan methods. First of all, one takes out shares to the 
amount of the loan. This is a survival of the old co-oper- 
ative building society practice when a building society con- 
sisted of a number of people who bought shares at so much 
a week, the money, as it accumulated, being spent from time- 
to-time in the construction of houses for individual members, 
| drawings being held to decide who was to have each loan 

as it became available.

A $500 share costs seventy-five cents a week, which

I found, therefore, that if I could put down $375, plus 
| about $35 for surveyor’s charges, mortgage fees and stamp

There are also restrictions as to 
residence. If one borrows from the 
council, one ties oneself to live on 
the premises for at least three 
years. Finally, local authorities are 
not allowed to lend money on prop- 
erties worth more than $4,000.

HAS GONE ON APACE 

Under these several pressures, 
home-building has gone on apace 
since the war. The 1921 census 
showed that there were 7,978,565 
separate dwellings in England and 
Wales. Ten years later, notwith- 
standing the destruction of thous- 
ands of houses in the slums, the 
number had increased to 9,399,535, 
nearly a million-and-a-half more 
It was then estimated that another 
1,700,000 would be needed between 
1931 and 1941 

It must have been an under-esti- 
mate for that number has already 
nearly been reached and new 
dwellings are being produced at a 
greater rate than ever. During the 
last year, private enterprise has 
provided 270,000 and the local auth- 
orities 50,000; 320,000 altogether, or 
more than 1,000 for every working 
day 

The aggregate figures are as- 
tounding. Since the war 3,000,000 
new homes have been created in 
England and Wales, enough to 
house the entire population of Can- 
eda. Ninety per cent of these are 
the type that rent at $2.50 to $3.50 
a week. | 
NO SIGN OF SLACKENING 

Last January, Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain told the House of Commons 
that the house-building peak had 
probably been passed and that the 
proposed new railway construction 
would usefully provide employment 
when the building industry slack- 
ened down. 

There is no sign of slackening at 
present. Certain figures, although 
only partial, furnish an index. They 
refer to building construction of all 
kinds and not to home-building 
alone but are none-the-less useful 
as showing the general trend.

LABOR DAY 

Monday’s holiday is invested, for all reflec- 
tive minds, with a solemn and unique signifi- 
cance. It is democracy’s tribute to all men and 
women who inherit a nation’s gratitude by the 
fidelity with which they fulfill their daily tasks 

In one sense Labor Day is a glorification of 
the commonplace. Its speech is nourished on 
the simple syllogisms of the market-place. Its 
significance is obtained by its emphasis on the 
majesty of even the most humble toil. Its faith 
is expressed in the eloquence of Carlyle as he 
cries out: “There is a perpetual nobleness, and 
even sacredness, in Work. Were he never so 
benighted, forgetful of his high calling, there is 
always hope in a man that actually and 
earnestly works.” 

We commemorate, on this anniversary, no 
deeds of unexampled adventure or stirring tales 
of martial success. Labor Day stands as a 
symbol not of society’s spectacular capacities 
for destruction, but of its inexhaustible love of 
progress and security—a tribute of respect and 
esteem for all who contribute to the satisfaction 
of human needs. 

Canadians should take courage from the 
circumstances surrounding this year’s jubilee. 
A slight but sustained increase in employment 
may be the definite augury of reviving pros- 
perity. We should be thankful, moreover, that 
the morale of our people has not been destroyed 
even by the stress of prolonged and relentless 
adversity. 

Unlike the riotous May Day celebrations in 
Europe, Labor Day has never been employed 
here as an occasion for arousing insurgent class 
antagonisms. It has always been used, on the 
contrary, to point the contrast between the 
spacious securities of Canadian workmen and 
the habitual squalor of Europe. 

But immediate restorative action is nec¢es- 
sary if our future celebration of Labor Day is 
not to degenerate into a repulsive mockery. The 
appalling fact is that thousands of Canadians 
being debarred from employment. 
Canadian households know from 
that in enforced idleness 
there is perpetual despair. Our Governments 
must spare no effort that may brighten the 
hopes of Canadians still looking in vain for the 
opportunity to take their places in the ranks of 
the world’s workers. 

Labor Day honors the creative contributions 
made working Canadians to the nation’s 
welfare; let us make it as well a day of sym- 
pathy for those who are prevented by circum- 
stances from adding their contributions to the 
common store

All of the 
present prosperity that England is enjoying, 
came when disaster forced England to repudi- 
ate the gold standard and the Bank's advice.

Relief For Aching Feet 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
1 find that thousands of people limping 
with tired, aching feet are anxiously 
As a general rule, the most 


around 
looking for relief 
trouble is produced by weak arches and the 
strain resulting from fallen arches is certainly 
capable of producing a wide variety of aches 

and pains in the feet and legs. 


Many times a pain in the 
lower back which appears to 
be due to sciatica or lumbago 
is in reality due to font 
strain. 


A letter which I received 
only the other day asked for 
help “on all the things that 
can be done to overcome the 
pain due to arch trouble.” 
There are several measures 
which may be used and I am 
going to devote this article today to describing 
them to you. 

Whenever the patient has flat feet, I recom- 
mend that special exercises be taken for the 
purposes of strengthening the muscles and ten- 
dons of the foot. These exercises are described 
in my article on FALLEN ARCHES and I sug- 
gest that those of you troubled by flat feet, send 
for the article and get started taking the exer- 
cises. Forward your request to me and enclose 
ten cents and one large, self-addressed envelope. 
The purpose in taking exercises is to strengthen 
the supporting structures so that you will de- 
velop the necessary strength to keep the arch 
in place without the necessity for continued ar- 
tificial support. 

An excellent exercise which may be taken 
consists in walking “pigeon-toed” when taking 
your daily walk. Try walking with the toes 
pointed in for at least every other block. As 
you step, instead of pointing the toes out, take 
care to point them in. As you set down the foot, 
put the weight on the heel and try to roll the 
weight clear around the outside of the foot. 
You will find this a splendid exercise for build- 
ing better arches. 

It is also a good plan to wear softer shoes, 
as the shoes with hard, stiff soles will interfere 
with the normal play of the muscles during 
movement. 

When the feet are tired or seem to ache, 
soaking them for 10 minutes in hot water to 
which Epsom Salts have been added, will do 
much to relieve the aching sensation. Finish 
off by placing them in cold water for 1 minute, 
then massage them and dry carefully. 

Many people want to know what to do about 
arch supports. It may be necessary to wear 
them for a time; however, I suggest the use of 
the soft type of support, and I believe that the 
stiff type of support is undesirable. 

When actual trouble with the arch has de- 
veloped, some of the bones of the foot are out 
of place and it is then usually very helpful to 
obtain a manipulative treatment of the foot. 
There are many doctors who understand just 
how these adjustments should be given. Some-

times the bones are slowly worked back into 
place metimes they are adjusted quickly. 
Immediately after the foot treatment, your 


feet will tingle and feel good. The combin- 


ation of a series of these foot manipulations 
and exercises will often do wonders for feet 
which have hurt for years. 


In suggesting a list of things to do for pain- 
ful feet, I recommend the following: Get some 
soft arch supports, wear lighter shoes, take the

In planning to build a new house, 
alteration, or addition, 
make your greatest caving by hav- 
ing your plans so complete: in 
every detail that there will be no

| changes after the work starts Your | 


instructions to the builder should 
be so complete and exact that he 
will know beforehand precisely 
what is to be done and can make 
his own plans for carrying them 
out. If you change your mind after 
work starts, and order something 


| different from your original plan, 


he will make a charge for extras 
that will run the price up to con- 


| siderably more than the estimate 


that he gave you. 

It is because of such extras that 
you hear the frequent complaint 
that a house costs far more to build 
than was originally planned. 

This is the way things work out. 
Let us say, for instance, that your 
first plan was for plastered walls 
and wallpaper in the living-room. 
The contractor figured on that and 
made his price accordingly: he 
bought the materials, arranged for 
their delivery, and engaged 
workmen to put on the lath, plaster, 


and wallpaper. Then, when he is | 


ready to go on with that part of the 
work, you decide to have the room 


finished in knotty pine instead of | 


plaster and wallpaper. The mater- 
ials that he had bought then be- 
come useless, and something must 
be done about the workmen who 
had been hired. The knotty pine 
must be bought and hauled to the 
house, and new workmen hired for 
the finishing. The builder will 
charge you for all of his expenses, 
with his profit added, and you will 
find that the knotty pine 
may have cost you twice what it 
would had you planned for it in 
the first place.

TERMS

Stamped Paper—A term used to | 
denote paper bearing an impressed 
fiscal stamp. This term is not used 
for Postal Stationery. 

Stitch Watermark—A fortuitous 
watermark caused through the 
stitches in the wire or cloth web 
upon which the paper was made 

Strip—Three or more connected | 
stamps in a row. If vertically con- 
nected it should be called a ver-| 
tica] strip. 

Sulphuretted (Oxidised) — Used 
of stamps which have changed in| 
color to shades of brown or black | 
due to chemical action occurring | 
between the constituents of the 
printing ink, or exposure to atmos | 
phere or damp. Many vermiliol, 
Orange and yellow stamps are es- 
pecially liable to turn brown or 
black. The original color can olf- 
ten be restored by careful treat- 
ment with peroxide of hydrogen or 
other agents | 

Surcharge — Somet.mes_ errone- 
ously used in the general sense of 
overprint (q.v.). It should only be 
used to denote an overprint which 
alters or confirms the face value of 
the stamp as originally issued

Some dog shows are staged for one 
particular’ breed only, sponsored by 
the club interested in the advance- 
ment of that breed. and are known 
as Specialty Club shows. Others 
are for all breeds and are desig- 
nated “All-breed” shows, and some 
of these latter are restricted again 
to only a limited number of the 
better known breeds. There are 
hundreds of shows every year with 
thousands of dogs competing. They 
last from one to three days for 
some of the larger and more im- 
portant ones. 

To these shows, especially the 
prominent ones, such as the West- 
minster Kennel club show in Madi- 
son Square Garden, New York, and 
that of the Eastern Dog club in 
Mechanics’ Hall, Boston, come dogs | 
from all over the country, the ca- 
nine elite. so to speak. Many of 
these belong to people who make a 
practice of taking or sending their | 
dogs in the care of a professional, 
public or private handler to the 
more important shows throughout 
the land and even into Canada. The | 
money won in the various classes 
is not a large amount, and at the 
majority of shows a ribbon may be 
the only award, 

When one attends such a show 
and stops to think that probably 
three-quarters of the dogs shown 
are owned and exhibited by those 
who are interested in doing so 
simply as a hobby, one realizes what 
a tremendous interest there is in 
dog showing. Then pause to con- 
sider the far larger number of 
people who own one or two dogs 
and yet never exhibit them, and 
one can get some idea of the hold | 
the dog has upon man. 

Think of what the ownership, | 
breeding and showing of this vast 
number of dogs means in money 
for the purchase of raising of them,

of what dogs of different kinds

It always seems to me that people 
who like dogs should attend the 
dog show in their locality, even if 
they do not show a dog These 
shows cost a lot of money. Dog 
shows are held to foster and in- 
crease the interest in pure-bred 
dogs. It seems to me that those who 
like a dog should support such ef- 
fort by attending them 

A word or two of advice to those 
who are expecting to enter a dog 
in a show for the first time. 

For instance, you might own a 
really outstanding wire haired fox 
terrier. but if you took him to the 
show untrimmed and unplucked, he 
wouldn't have a chance. Members 
of bench show committees have, in 
my opinion, sometimes been guilty 
of mild cruelty in their desire to 
swell the entry for their show They 
have at times persuaded people to 
show dogs when they must have 
that they couldn't have a 
“look-in,” 

When serving on bench show com- 
mittees, it sometimes happened that 
I knew of a certain good dog in 
the neighborhood, in such cases I 
would try to persuade its owner to 
; enter and show it, giving such ad- 
vice as to preparation, etc, as I 


could, And while such dogs may! 


not always have won a prize, at 
least their owners were never sub- 
| jected to embarrassment. Again, 
| people knowing I was on the com- 
mittee, have told me they had a} 
dog they would like to show, and 
would I look at it. If I thought the 
| dog a good representative of its 
breed and one that could compete 
without ridicule, I frankly said so 
and urged showing it. If, on the 
other hand. I deemed the animal 
was not a fair specimen of ‘ts kind,

Ten Thousand Troops Te 


Leave Aldershot For 
Holy Land 


LONDON, Sept. 5. — Arabs 
from Iraq and Syria invaded Pal- 
estine and battled British troops, 
a Daily Herald dispatch said to- 
day while Britain called reserves 
as possible reinforcements in the 
Holy Land, 

The newspaper said uniformed 
Arabs equipped With machine guns 
crossed the border and ambushed a 
party of the Lincolnshire Regiment 
between Tulkarem and Jenin, 


ARE REPULSED 

The Arabs attacked at dawn, the 
dispatch said, but finally were re- 
pulsed and retreated to the hills 
with troops and airplanes in pur- 
suit. 

At least 25 Arabs were killed, it 
added, and many were wounded, 
no casualties were reporicd 


The Daily Telegraph said it 
understood about 10,000 men will 
leave Aldershot September 11 for 
This will bring the total 
force in the mandated territory to 
17,000, “sufficient to allow the im- 
position of martial Jaw,” the news- 
paper said, ‘although -it is hoped 
this will be unnecessary.”
